"History of the Flag df the United States 
of America," that was so careful and com- 
plete as seemingly to leave nothing furtm 
er to be desired. Now, however, the au- 
thor has issued anew and enlarged edi- 
tion of his work (Boston, A. •William & 
Co.) that leaves the original edition veiy- 
Ur behind. So B<eatlyt indeed, has the 
scope of the work been extended that it 
now is not only a history of pur flag, .but 
of flags and sVinrlarHi: generally, ancient 
and modern, from the time of the Assyrian 
monarchy down to the present day In- 
cluding-all the'flags and proposed flags of 
the" defunct Southern Confederacy. A 
great number of cuts and several colored 
plates illustrate the text and serve entirely 
to make clear the author's explanations 
and descriptions. And while thus trcitinR 
exhaustively of his subject in chief, the 
author necessarily gives a vast deal of val- 
uable miscellaneous information—more or 
less of ancient and modern history,* good 
d«al of heraldic rhatter,-.an<i somewhat of 
naval architecture together with things 
military generally. In tracing the htstoiy 
ol the flag he cannot but also trace, in 
outline, the history of the nation; going 
hack tor a start to the discovery of Amer- 
ica by the northmen and the "first banner 
planted'on its shores" an inferential cre- 
ation and thence downward through the 
ages onul American independence was es-

dence, this last-named salute may be ac- 
cepted as the'first foiiual recognition of 
our right as an independent power to fly a 
flag of our own. 


Our flag of to-day differs slightly from 


hat "which our grandfathers and gieaU 
rrandfathcrs rarrifd n hundredye^s ago, 
>ut between the time of its adoption, 1776, 
and the time of its "establishment," 1818, 
t suffered various alterations. As'first de- 
signed it consisted of thirteen stars ar- 
ranged in a circle and thirteen stripes, eta-
